Frojn  numerous  letters  ot  inquiry,  I 
think  jt  desirable  to  n^ake  & statement  as 
to  the  present  status  of  the  Woman’s 
Training  Department  jn  the  Seminary)  As 
a matter  of  fact,  the  '{’raining  School  De- 
partment for  Women  occupies  exactly  the 
same  position  as  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Contention.  £o  change 
whatever  was  made  by  the  Convention, 
save  that  it  cordiallj  recommended  the 
Training  School  Department  of  the  Semi- 
nary  to  women  whef  are  preparing  for 
mission  work  and  desiie  such  training. 

The  work  of  the  Trailing  School  is  quite 
prosperous.  Forty-ei$ht  young  women 
took  courses  in  the  Training  School 
last  session.  Through *the  gift  of  a 6hris- 
tiari  woman  of  Louisville  we  were  able  to 
add  atpecirfl  training  dlass  for  women  ex- 
clusively, which  was  conducted  by  Dr.

Jjist  at  this  juncture  fjhe  opening  anew  of 
the  question  of  "Aliei  Immersions,''  in 
some  Southern  localities,  brings  up  the 
subject  of  ftBaf*ist  iTactices.”  We  are 
constantly  reminded  that  “such  and  such’’ 
is  and  has  been  the  practice.  Ido  not  pro- 
pose to  |ell  what  Baptifet  practices  are  or 
have  been,  but  to  talk  njbout  them. 

Whatever  the  practice  is,  the  doctrine 
held  by  Baptists  on  any  practical  question 
can  not4)e  determined  tiy  it.  Baptists  set- 
tle all  questions  by  the  [Bible.  OtNfcr  peo- 
ple may  seek  the  aid  oi  traditions,  patri- 
otic writers,  church  standards  and  the 
like.  Their  writers  givp  us  “apologies,” 
and  t,be  ^wholc  libraries  ot  “apologetics” 
have  bwn  contributed:  by  writers  who 
have  been  giving  their  strength  to  defend 
tbtir  doctrines  and  # practices.  Baptists 
need  hofcwrite  apologiefc.  Their  defenses, 
'if  they  exist  at  all,  are  fdund  only  in  exege- 
sis. I dp  not  know  whether  this  distinc- 
tion has  been  recognizqd  between  apolo- 
getieal  Writer,  but-  I believe  that  it  is  a 
prnjjrr  distinction.  J...  ] 

The  Baptist  liegins  his  wo*k,  not  to  de- 
ttaid  a dbetrine  or  a practice,  but  to  dis- 
| cover  “tile  truth,”  ^fid' learn  "the  duty.” 
This  he  <$pes  by  txegesil.  The  apologist, 
qo  the  other  harjd,  assumes  the  truth  of 
his  positJtm  as  toi  the  correctness  of  his  do- 
ings, an4f  sets  opt  to  defend  them  by  the 
use  of  any  available  .argument,  biblical, 
patristic. or  ecclesiastical.  When  I say 
“Baptism'  1 mean  the  Baptist  that  comes 
within  his  own  d«finitiof  of  himad,  /.  e.,  as 
taking  the  Bible  las  ]|is  ionly  rule  of  faith 
and  order.  When,  theq,  a Baptist  comes 
into  controversy  jwith  h|s  brother  Baptist 
about  a doctrine  or  practice  in  Baptist 
churches,  be  hks  no  usd  for  any  patristic 
authority  or  any  other!  traditional  mat- 
ters whatever.  Because,  if  the  doctrine  be 
taught  in  the  Bible,  it  isjbinding  absolute- 
ly, no  mqtter  what  anybody  has  said  or 
done  since  the  Bible  wa$  written.  If  the 
practice  is  nquined  by  ithe  Bible,  then  no 
excuse  or  apology  can  l>e  allowed  to  set  it 
aside.  If  it  be  a matter  o|  mere  expediency, 
then  each  church  can  do!  as  it  pleases ; it  it 
prefers  not  to  work  in  tlie  general  denomi- 
national harness, jit  can  jvork  outside;  no- 
body can  hinder  it.  If /any  member  ob- 
jects to  working  as  his  thurch  machinery 
requites  him  to  work,  He  can  withdraw 
from  that  church  and  joju  one  that  works 
as  he  likes  to  work.  No  /patristic  authori- 
ty is  of  an^-  force  in  such  cases,  no  “Bap- 
tist usage ” is  binding,  j No,  controversy 
among  Baptists  need  ewer  be  apologetic. 
Let  it  always  be’  ejcegeticjal. 

Now,  then,  who  said  that  we  must  or- 
dain preachers  by  laying  on  of  hands? 
Who  said  that  ordaindf  preachers  must  do 
all  the  baptizing  ? If  Yhe  New  Testament 
gives  us  a description  of  the  setting  apart 
of  the  foreign  missionaries  "by  prayer  and 
lasting  and  layingj  on  ol  bands,”  who  said 
we  could  leave  off  the  fasting  ? If  none  but 
ordained  preachers  have  the  Biblical  au- 
thority to  baptiz^,  let  that  fact  be  shown. 
It  the  limitation  of  that  function  to  or- 
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dained  preachers  be  created  by  patristic 
authority  or  Baptist  usage,  it  binds  no- 
body except  those  who  choose  to  be  bound 
by  it.  Can  anybody  that  wants  to  do  so, 
baptize  ? That  practice  would  giye  a great 
deal  of  trouble  if  allowed.  It  is  well  to 
limit  the  right,  but  do  we  limit  the  right 
as  a matter  ofexpediency  or  as  a matter  of 
Bible  teaching?  It  is  of  vital  importance 
to  keep  the  distinction  clear  at  this  point. 
If  the  Bible  limits  the  function  of  baptizing 
to  a class,  then  all  in  that  class  may  bap- 
tize, but  none  outside  of  it.  If  the  meth- 
ods adopted  in  church  propagation  and 
discipline  have  limited  the  function  to  a 
subdivision  of  that  class,  the  churches  have 
done  so  on  their  own  authority,  and  can 
not  set  up  their  practice  as  "Baptist  docj 
trine.” 

To  apply  the  foregoing  analysis  of  legiti- 
mate controversial  methods,  let  us  exam- 
ine the  autnority  to  administer  baptism. 

First,  in  the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the 
field,  the  Lord  says : “The  good  seed  are 
the  children  of  the  kingdom.”  The  piece  of 
leaven  that  leavens  another  lump  must  bej 
endowed  with  the  life  and  power  of  the 
original  cake  from  which  it  is  broken.  The 
person,  then,  who  engages  in  advancing 
the  Lqrd’s  work  must  lie  a child  of  the 
kingdom,  endowed  with  the  life  and  power 
of  the  kingdom.  None  others  are  author- 
ized to  do  such  work  of  propagation. 

Second,  in  the  great  commission  the 
Lord  gives  the  command  to  baptize,  to 
those  who  made  disciples.  He  gives  it  to 
no  others.  The  general  description  given 
in  the  Acts  ot  those  who  made  up  the  class 
to  which  Philip  lielonged  was  that  they 
were  “full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  power.” 
Not  one  atom  of  this  power  was  lies  to  wed 
by  the  ordination  to  the  office  of  deacon, 
as  we  call  it,  because  they  are  distinctly 
said  to  have  had  that  qualification  before 
they  were  ordained.  If.  any  ot  them  ever 
received  any  other  ordination,  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  not  deemed  it  of  sufficient  im- 
portance to  leave  a record  ot  it.  The  Bap- 
tist practice,  therefore,  of  limiting  the  bap- 
tizing function  to  the  ordained  preacher  is| 
a mere  matter  of  comity  and  good  order 
that  ought  to  be  observed  for  good  andi 
sufficient  common  sense  reasons,  but  there 
is  no  Baptist  doctrine  involved.  If  there 
were,  the  New  Testament  would  have 
made  the  limitations  as  we  have  made 
them,  but  the  New  Testament  made  no 
such  limitations. 

Then  how  does  alien  immersion  stand  ? 
The  alien  immersionist  does  not  obey 
Christ.  He  sprinkles  and  pours,  and  ad- 
ministers the  rite  to  unbelievers.  He  has 
never  himself  been  baptized.  He  does  not 
know  the  meaning  of  the  rite.  He  is  living 
in  utter  disorder  and  rebellion  against  the 
law,  so  far  as  baptism  is  concerned.  The* 
person  who  seeks  baptism  at  his  hands 
ignorantly  has  never  received  the  rite  in  a 
proper  sense.  If  the  person  knew  the 
meaning  and  force  of  baptism  and  then  re- 
ceived the  rite  at  the  hand  of  an  alien,  he 
has  presumptuously  set  aside  his  own  pro- 
fession of  sincerity.  He  ought  to  repent  of 
that  presumption,  and  show  it  by  getting 
a true  believer  in  baptism  to  baptize  him.

The  demand  has  been  made  for  a defini- 
tion of  alien  immersion.  I think  no  defini- 
tion could  lie  satisfactory  that  does  not 
include  this  idea,  to  wit;  “Alien  immer- 
sion is  the  baptizing  of  a professed  believer 
in  Jesus  Christ  into  the  likeness  of  his 
death,  and  then  raising  him  in  the  likeness 
of  his  resurrection,  by  a person  who  is  an 
alien  to  that  conception  and  practice  in 
baptism,  who  himself  is  affiliated  with 
those  who  do  hot  believe  in  and  practice 
baptism  in  that  way,  and  who  has  not 
himself  been  properly  baptized,  or  if  hav- 
ing been  properly  baptized,  has  fallen  into 
disorder  by  imm&ral  conduct,  or  repudia- 
tion of  the  true  conception  of  baptism,  and 
is  at  the  time  living  out  of  fellowship  with 
those  who  do  practice  baptism  properly. 
The  application  for  membership  of  a per- 
son who  has  received  alien  immersion 
should  be  rejected  for  want  of  sincerity  on 
the  part  of  the  applicant  when  he  tenders 
such  baptism  as  a fulfillment  of  the  divine 
law.” 

But  some  one  will  ask  me  to  define,  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  administration, 
“proper  baptism.”  Proper  baptism  is  ad- 
ministered by  one  who,  endeavoring  to 
fulfill  all  righteousness,  has  obeyed  the 
Loid,  has  believed,  has  been  baptized  upon 
a profession  of  his  faith,  who  accepts  his 
baptism  as  the  symbol  of  burial  and  resur- 
rection, and  who  has  been  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  with  power,  who  makes 
disciples  and  teaches  them  to  observe  all 
things  that  Christ  had  commanded.  Such 
a man  is  no  alien  as  to  baptism.  But  must 
he  not  be  ordained  ? Baptists  usually  re- 
quire ordination,  but  the  Scriptures  do 
not.  Ordination,  properly  considered, 
confers.no  power  except  to  perform  the 
marriage  ceremony.  Scripturally,  it  is 
simply  setting  one  apart  publicly  and  no- 
toriously to  a work  whereunto  the  Holy 
Spirit  has  already  called  him.  It  is  a pub- 
lic recognition  of  that  call  expressed  by  the 
church/  and  presbytery,  which  gives  him 
credit  before  the  world  and  the  church  as  a 
man  of  God.  It  merely  furnishes  him  with 
“credentials.”  This  defense  is  “apolo- 
getic” merely. 

But  why  do  we  ordaig  by  laying  on  of 
hands  those  set  apart  to  the  deacon’s 
office,  and  give  the  same  rite  to  those  set 
apart  to  the  ministry  ? I believe  that 
faithful  study  of  this  whole  subject  will 
show  that  the  ceremony  of  laying  on  of 
hands  after  prayer  is  to  be  used  in  setting 
apart  any  member  of  the  church  to  a spe- 
cific line  of  work.  The  duty  to  preach 
rests  upon  every  one,  but  not  the  gifts. 
Ordination  does  not  confer  the  gilt;  the 
lack  ot  it  does  not  withhold  them.  Paul 
and  Barnabas  were  ordained  to  the  foreign 
field  because  that  was  a specific  line  ot 
work  in  which  all  could  not  be  engaged. 
The  six  spiritually- minded  and  wise  breth- 
ren were  ordained  at  Jerusalem  because 
they  were  needed  to  do  certain  things  that 
could  not  be  left  to  everybody.  But  when 
that  church  was  broken  up  they  that  were 
scattered  abroad  went  everywhere  preach- 
ing the  word.  They  were  all  preachers; 
none  were  set  apart,  none  were  ordained. 
To  have  ordained  any  would  possibly  have
